THE MURDER OF CLAYTON. 

The southern members of congress condemn 
the assassination of John M. Ctayton in 
Arkausas yosterday. Mr. Breckinridge, of 
Arkansas. whose seat Mr. Clavton was con- 
testing, said that he regretted very much to 
learn of the murder. Hesaid: ‘‘Colonel Ciay- 
ton and [ were fellow-townsmes an” ériends. 
Tle was the sheriff of our coatity for a mamrber 
of years, dnd I voted for hf in the county 
where he was killed the copudl majority is 
Trom 400 to 450. It isthe plaee where the 
ballot box waestolen. Each party claim that 
the merrbers of the other party stoleit. If 
the box was stolen by the democrats, neither 
miy friends nor myself know it. However, if 
the thieves were democrats, they may 
have killed Clayton to put him out 
of the way, feeling that he might beon their 
track. 1 regret the occurrence very much, but 
my majority was $46, and even if the box had 
not beon stolen IT would have been elected.’’ 
Myr. Breckinridge today sent a telegram of 
condolence tothe members of Mr. Clayton’s 
family. 

THE NEWS IN CONGRESS, 

‘Lhe news of the assassination created quite 
a sensation atthe capitol. Senator Chandler 
was reading Tue Consrivurion’s reply to his 
villanous utterances against the people of the 
south when a brother senator brought to him 
the paper containing the news: Scnator Chap- 
dier ijminediately turned to Tng Constitv- 
TION's correspondent and said: 

“Tell Mr. Grady to explain the murder of 
‘Clayton. That’s tho way you people of the 
south treat republicans. You murder them te 
get them out of thea way. Let Tug Constrrv- 
TION explain this,”’ 

Senator Chandler then immediately com- 
menced waving the bloody shirt in such a 
mannor that the airinthe very committee 
room where he sat seemed toturn.crimson. A 
number of republican senatars of the Chandler 
tik were present and all were gloating over 
the opportunity which they would have of 
excoriating the people of the south over the 
political murder. Some of them said 
that it was & premeditated murder 
by the democrats of Arkansas 
to get Clayton out of the way, in order to pre- 
vent him securing the seat to which they said 
he had been fairly elected. Chandler, in his 
most sarcastic manner, intimated that it was 

Strange that the murder should 
occurred just the day after 
hreckinridge reached Washington, 
and aftcr ho had been for nearly 
three months in Arkansas arranging with his 
political allies to retain the seat that he had 
secured-—as Chandler claimed—by fraud and 
intimidation. There was any amount of 
comment by all the republicans, of both the 
jouse and senate, and the murder will 
undoubtedly lead to a resolution for a congres- 
sional investigation. Chandler will probably 
be the author of the resolution. While Mr. 
Breckinridge beliaves that the assassination 
was committed by some democrat Who was 
¢connecied with stealing the ballot box, he 
does not believe that there was exceeding two 
Or three men connected with the aflair, and he 
and al! southern democrats state that the as- 
sassin Should be hunted down at once and 
hanced for the crime.

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The Bill Brought Up in the House and Sev- 
eral Amevdments Adopted, 

Waswinoaton, January 30.—The Oklahoma 
bill was brought to the attention of the honse 
by Mr. Springer, of Lilinois, with the motion

The pending amendment was one offered by 
Mr. Payson, of Illinois, expressly providing 
that the riggtof honorably discharged union 
soldiers and sailors of the late civil war to 
make homes on public lands, under the exist- 
ing homestead law,shall not, in any degree, 
be impaired by the passage of this bill, bub 
that such rights shail extend to any and all 
lands whith shallbe open to amy settiemegt 
under the provisions of this bill. 

The bill occupied the attention of the house 
during the entire afternoon, Considerable op- 
position was shown to Mr. ’3 amend- 
ment upon the ground that it discriminated in 
favor of soldiers who way sete in Ok] ahoma, 
giving then advantages Which they would not 
possess anywhere else on the public domain, 
and it was.areded that the adoption of this 
amendment svounid probably canse the veto of 
thebill. . 

Messed, PefKins and Peters, of Kansas, were 
the eWo mest active opponents of the amend- 
ment. ‘ ; 

Pinally the'amendment was agreed to, pro 
jorma. and it was agreed that a vote should be 
taken in the house upon it. 

Several other amendments were adopted 
prescribing the method of disposing of the land 
in the new territory.

A REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 

The Uouse Territorial Bill Discussed No 
‘ Action Taken. 

WasHInaTon, January 30.—A slimly at- 
tended caucus of republican senators was held 
at the capitol this morning. The session was 
necessarily short, owing to the fact that the 
senate met an hour earlier than usval. 

The course to be followed by the party in 
the treatment of the application of territories 
for admission was the occasion for the caucus. 
Provisions of the house (omnibus) bill which 
is now pending before the senate cominittee 
ob territories were brietiy explained by Chair- 
man Platt, who also criticised the general plan 
and details of the measure. When this had 
been done, little time remained for general 
discussion. It was made clearly apparent, 
however, from the limited expression of indi- 
vidual opinion that there has been little or no 
change in the position taken by republican 
senators upon the subject at the last session. A 
disposition was shown to roport 
the omnibus bill io the senate, 
but with amendments excluding New 
Mexico, and letting in North and South 
Dakota, Montana and Washington. There 
was shown a decided indisposition to delaying 
the admission of South Dakota by submitting 
the question again to the people of the terri- 
tory, and there were hints of «a democratic 
scheme to influence the vote of North Dakota 
with the assistance of railway people, so as to 
prevent a division, and secnre the admission 
of Dakota as one state. and this was urged as 
a sufficient reason for refusing to accept the 
house bill. In view of the small attendance, 
iess than a quorum, there was no disposition 
exhibited by the caucusto bind the party 
generally, so that no formal conclusion was 
noted,

Clayton, of Arkansas, Shot 


Dead by a Coward. 

Littite Rock, Ark., January 30.—John M. 
Clayton, brother of Powell Clayton, was assas- 
sinated at Plummerville, Ark., last night by 
some unknown person who fired a load of buck- 
shot throngh a window, breaking Clayton's 
neck and killing him instantly. Mr. Clayton 
was candidate for congress at the recent elec- 
tion against C. R. Breckenridge, and-~ had 
served upon Mr. Breckenridge a notice of con- 
test of his seat in ihe fifty-first congress. 
Nothing has become public which in any man- 
ner explains the murder. Piummerville is a 
small village in Conway county. The murder 
oceurred at a hotel. 

The remains of John M. Clayton were 
broughtto this city tonight, and were met at 
the depot by the Knights Templar commandery 
anda vast concourse of people, and escoried 
to the commandery asylum, where they He in 
state till tomorrow, to be taken to Pine Bluif 
for interment. 

The fatal wound is a very ugly one. A 
charge of fifteen byckshot entered the right 
side of the head, tearinga hole in whicha 
man could run his fist.

LAWLESSNESS IN LOUISIANA, 


Regulators Drive Negroes Out of New Iberia 
*arish. 

New Orvtrans, January 30.—The Times- 
Democrat New lberia special says that three 
negroes’were whipped by the regulators last 
Sunday. aud they, with others, were banished 
from the neighborhood. The regulators were 
organized in town and were reinforced by a 
large number of men from the surrounding 
country. They first seized a negro, twenty- 
four years of age, named Joe Velos, alias 
James Modes, and whipped him unmereifully. 
Their next victim was an old negro, aged 
seventy. He was treated in the same brutal 
manner. The name of the third negro whipped 
could not be ascertained When 
three had beer ' flogged, they 
were ordered to leave the parish 
Which they did. Not asingle man in New 
Iberia, either officer or citizen, could give any 
tangible reason for these gross crueltics. 

The next two negroes that the White Cans 
turned their attention to were ex-J ustice of the 
Peace MeGaffey and his son. They ordered 
them to leave town, and asthe negroes teok 
their departure they opened fire upom them 
with guns and pistols, but they luckily escaped 
without injury. After the negroes ordered to 
leave had taken their departure the mob de- 
molished severai of their homes and piaces of 
business. Although a large number of those 
who participated in the attack upon the ne- 
groes are Known, no arrests have Soak inade, 
por has there been any investigation of the af-

Wasnixctox, January 29.—The president 
today sent to congress additional correspond- 
ence relative to Samoan affairs, accompanied 
by the following message: 

To the Congress; Ihad the honor, on the 15th 
inst., to communicate to your honorable body cet 
tain correspondence and documents iu relation 
affuirsin the Samoan is‘ands, and having since 
recelyed turther dispatches from the vice-consul at 
Apia, aud commander of the United States nav@l 
vessel, ‘‘Nipsic,”’ in those waters, lLlose no time m 
laying them before you. 

I also transmit herewith the full textof the it 
strnctions from Prince Von Bismarck to the German 
minister at this capital, which was communicated 
on the afternoon of the 28th inst, This appears to 
be an amplification of prior telegraphic instructions 
onthe same subjett communicated through the 
same Channel, and which, beitgset forth in the 
note of the secretary of state to Count Von Arco 
Valiey, the German minister, of the 12t8 
inst, was duly laid before congress, wit® 
my last message in relation to Samoan affairs, It is 
also proper to inform you that on Monday, the 28th 
instant, the occasion of the communication of the 
note o: the prince chancelior, the secretary of state 
was given to understand by the German minister 
that a proposition from his government to that of 
the United States tor a conference on the Samoan 
subject was on its way by mail, having left Berlin 
on the 20th instant, so that its arrival here, in due 
course of mail, can be looxed for in avery short 
time. Inreply to an inquiry from the secretary of 
state whether the proposition referred to Was & reé- 
nowal of the joint conference between the United 
States, Germany and Great Britain, which was 
suspended in July, 1887, or for the consideration of 
Samoan affairs, abnovo, the German minister, stated 
his inability to answer until the proposition which 
left Berlin on the 20th instant should have been re- 
ceived. Ishal!l hereafter communicate to congress 
all information before me in relation to the Samoan 
status, GROVER CLEVELAND. 

Bismarck’s Letter. 

Excepting Bismarck’s letter to the German 
minister, the correspondence accompanying 
the message contains nothing that is new, be- 
ing composed of reports of Consul Blacklock, 
at Apia, and of naval officers stationed there, 
which has been anticipated by telegraph. The 
following is the translation of Bismarck’s 
letters 

Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Berlin, January 15.— 
I have already notified your excellency that, ac- 
cording to telegraphic communications from Apia, 
on the 18th of December of last year, a detachment 
of the German nayat forces, which had landed at 
the requisition of the imperial consul for the pro- 
tection of German settlements which were endan- 
gered’ by confiict: between the native parties there, 
was attacked by armed Sanroans belonging to the 
party of Chief Mataafa. 

This unprovoked attack is saidto have taken 
piace under the leadership of an Aynerican nained 
Kiecin, and on this occasion more than fifty German 
soldicrs and officers were killed and wounded, 

DETERMINED ON REVENGE. 

Tn consequence of this we haye been transplanted 
from a torritory of mediatorial negotiations, by 
which the imperial consul in Apia was trying to 
regouclie the contending parties, and for which hx 
had songht the co-operation gf his Hugtishrand 
American Collcugues, Tito @ stale Of War WIlii the 
assailants To our regret we shall carry on the con- 
test which has been forced upon u* by Mataafa and 
his followers, with utmost consideration for English 
and American interests, Our military measures 
havein view only the punishment of the murderers 
of German soldiers and the protection of our coun- 
tryimenanud their property. As they, on their part, 
are at war with Tamassce, our interference will nee 
essarily assume the charactcr of assistance to Tu- 
massee, Inthe endeavor for the just punishment 
of the murderous crime, we hope for the co-opera- 
tion of the treaty powers in Samoa in friendshi 
with us, and we ask the goyernment of the United 
States to be good enough to furnish consuls and 
commanders of its ships of war in Samoa with suit- 
avle instructions, and our armed forces there are 
inxtructed to avoid and to prevent allinjury to neu- 
tral commerce and prope:ty, and 

TO ADOPT MEASURES OF REPRISAL 

and destruction against the followers of the parity 
which initiated the contest against our troops by the 
murderous allack. We shall, of course, abide by the 
agreemont with America and England with respect 
to Samoa and pay due regard, under all the circum- 
stances, to the rights of those powers as established 
by the treaty. 

I beg your excellency to bring this communication 
to Mr. Bayard’s knowledge by reading it tobim, and 
leave a copy of it with him, if he requests it.

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SPEAKING RIGHT OUT. 


Senators Dolph and Reagan on the Samoan 
Question. «¢ 

WaAsHinGTON, January 50.—The senate re- 
sumed consideration of the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill, the question being 
on amendments affecting the Samoan islands. 

Mr. Dolph opened the discnssion by saying 
that the question was one of special and local 
interest to the people of the Pacific coast, and 
that the views which he would express would 
be his own individual views, and shonld 
neither compromise thé government, nor re- 
eeive undue attention elsewhere. He did not 
follow the line of Mr. Sherman’s speech yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Dolph said he could not conceive why 
the government should spend $100,000 in estab- 
lishing a coaling station at Pago Pago unless 
the government should insist that all its rights 
were to continue. Hetook the position that 
if congress were to interfere in” matters, 
something very different from the pending 
amendment would be required. If he 
were asked what that was to 
be, he should say,§that congress should di- 
rect the president to insist fupon the restora- 
tion, by the German government of the status 
quo at the time of the Washington conference 
and to notify the German government that 
the United States would not permit the 
Samoan islands topass under the control of 
any foreign nation and thai{their independent 
autonomy must be maintained. He saw no 

ood reason why, if necessary, and requested 
y the Samoan peopie, an American protecto- 
rate should not be established over them, and 
that, he said, would be an entirely different 
thing from intervention as_ practiced by 
European powers on the continent of Europe. 

Further on he declared that the Monroe 
doctrine should be asserted in reference tothe 
Samoan islands as they come within its terms. 

Mr. Reagan spoke of the ‘‘feebleness’’ of 
the measures proposed, and proceeded to re- 
view the whole question. If the statements of 
United States consular agents and naval 
officers could be relied upon,.it was clear, he 
said, that Germany, while professing not to

intend to disregard her treaty stipulations 


Was assuming absolute control of the govern- 
ment of «Samoa and did, substantially, set 
up a German government there. 

Referring to Mr. Cleveland’s message on the

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THE WARNING HEEDED. 


How the War Ship Adams Backed Down a 
German Vessel. 


Fav Ccam, Wis., January 30.—A_ private 
letter has just been received here from Ralph 
W. Morris, officer on board the United States 
war ship Adams. The letter is dated Houno- 
laulu, January 10th. Speaking of the Samoan 
affair, the writer says: 

“When the war broke out, between Tamasse anid 
Mataafe, ave being the nearest American ship, were 
ordered to proceed with all haste to Apia and look 
out for American interests. The German fleet was 
away, except the Adler, during the fighting. The 
Adler left Apia and went around ta Salafatta with 
the expressed intention of driving Mataafe off 
some German property on which he had built aa 
embank men for his army. We also got under way 
fs soon as the Adler, and followed her and cleared 
up decks for general quarters and cieared the ship 
for action. We srrived at Salafatta, a stern of the 
Adier, and our Captain, Leary, eagled the boat away 
aud gen’ an ollicer over with a message, intimating 
that if the Adler fired one shot at one of the natives 
she would never g<t back to the fatherlaud unless 
the German government senta wrecking company 
and had her picked. up from the bottom of the ocean. 
The result was the Adler went back to Apia, and we 
followed and anchord outside of her.”’ 

ONLY A SEAMAN. 

WaAsnincton, January 30.—It is stated at 
the navy department that Ralph W. Morris, 
mentioned inthe dispatch from Eu _ Claire, 
‘Wis., as having written from Hondolulu, de-

DEATH OF A REMARKABLE CRIMINAL 


The Doctor Who Got up the Corpse Trust 
in South Carolina. 

CusrRurston, 8. C., January 30.—[Spe- 
cial. |}—The death of Dr. L..M. Shaffer. in the 
state penitentiary last night, recalls the most 
remarkable series of criminal transactions 
known to police records, the bond swindling 
insurance cases. The deceased bore an un- 
blemished reputation for honor and probity 
amony his fellow men, but he had leda double 
life, very much in the style of Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde. In connectjon with the bonds he 
had used his official position in the Royal 
Templars of Temperance, an insurance or- 
ganization, to defraud it by the enrollme&t of 
fictitious names on the membership list, and 
by furnishing proofs of the deaths of the al- 
leged members, obtaining the insurance claims 
thereon.

The 
body of the deceased was interred in the peni- 
tentiary cemetery, but will bo temoved by his 
tivo sons as soon as they have served out their 
terms. 


RIDDLBERGER’S POINT. 


The Extradition Treaty With Great Britain 
is Discussed in Secret Session. 

WasHINGTON, January 30.—It is -under- 
stood that the entire afternoon secret session 
of the senate was consumed in the discussion 
of the British extradition treaty, but no con- 
CicsiOn was reached or vote taken. 

Mr. Niddleberger occupied much of the 
time in explanation of his reasons for oppo- 
sition to a ratification of the treaty. He urged 
that the inclusion in thelist of persons sub- 
ject to extradition of such asmight be guilty 
of the destruction of life or property by the 
use of explosives was an entirely unnecessary 
precaution as murderers could at present be 
extradited, no matter how the crime was per- 
petrated, whether by direct assault or by 
dynamite.

STRICKEN DOWN. 


GENERAL REGRET OVER HIS DEATH. 


Premier Floquet Will Move Stringent Meas- 
ures inthe French Chambers—Arrest 
of O’Brien— Other Foreign News.

VIENNA, January 30.—Archduke Rudolph, 
Austrian crown prince, and heir apparent to 
the throne, died suddeniy today, near Baden. 
Ilis death is supposed to have been caused by 
apoplexy. 

THE NEWS IN ENGLAND, 

Lonpon, January 30.—All the conservative 
papers here speak of the Austrian crown prince 
in terns of praise. The Daily News, however, 
says that his death suggests reflections of a 
different sort from those inspired by the 
deathbed of Emperor Frederick and. President 
Gariield. ‘‘Rudolph,” it says, ‘was not a 
man of great intellect, nor of impressive 
character. Ilis sole title to distinction was 
that he was the son of his father. Of bis do- 
mestic relations it is needless to speak.” 

It is stated that official private telegrams 

from Vienna aifirm that the death of the crown 
prince was due to a wound inflicted with a 
rifle. . 
_ A Vienna disgatch to the Daily News says: 
Crown Prince Rudolph and Connt Hayos 
stayed up for several hours after midnight last 
night, and retired in very good spirite. This 
morning the door of the crown prinuce’s room 
was found to be fastened, and it had to 
be forced -open. I[t is stated that 
latterly the crown prince had been sometimes 
gay and sometimes dejected. When spoken 
to about the future of Anstria he would smile 
sadly and say: 

“You will see. I 
that.”’ 

He worked very hard ipliteratare. and read 
every new book, besides perusing daily a large 
number of home and foreign papers. Last 
Christmas he gave his mother thirty auto- 
graphe letters of Jieine, her favorite 
poet. He never tired of sport 
of any kind, and was = careless 
of his health, One of his chief characteris- 
tics, besides his kindness and generosity, was 
lis love for his father. Ife used tosay: 

‘‘] think it the greatest luck to 
father to whom I can look up to with pride and 
love.”’ 

An official inquiry has established the fact 
that the crown prince expired this morning 
between the hours of sevenand eight. It is 
reported that the body will be removed at mid- 
night, and reach here an hour later. Almost 
every public body was hastily convoked and 
passed resolutions expressing sorrow 
at the death of the prince. The 
university authorities closed the library 
and suspended the lectures. The common 
council has postponed_al! its ordinary sittings. 
It will meet im special session tomorrow and 
pass resolutions of condolence. 

Crowds of persons dressed in black gathered 
about the palace to watch the arrival of dis- 
tinguished persons to ceondole with the im- 
perial family. The papal nuncio and the 
members of the foreign «ciplomatic corps 
Visited: Count Kalnoky and condeoled 
With him on behalf of their respective 
sovereigns. Telegrams of sympathy are arriv- 
ing from all parts of the kingdom aud capitals 
of Europe, the former all telling of the sorrow 
aroused by the sad event. Ali festivities have 
been stopped at Prague and the theaters are 
closed. 

The official announcement that apoplexy 
was the cause of his death moditied the alarm 
of the publicarising from press rumors that 
the prince had been killed while sheoting. 
Large crowds traversed the main streets and 
assembicd in groups discussing the event. A 
paralysis of business ensudd. 

The bourse was immediately clesed, and the 
committee decided to keep it closed antil Fri- 
day.

LONDON, J® ; .—The ’ Contemporar} : 
Review publishes an artisle eutitied ‘The Bis 
marck Dynasty,"’ which bears no signatare,, 
but which contains internal evidence of haw 
ing emanated from authority. It is probable 
that the article will creata a sensation. It open 
with a reminder that the chanceller cannot 
“live long.’’ The American minister at Ber. 
lin, the article says, five years ago remarked 
with surprise that Bismarck was preparing ne 
onc to succeed him. The chancellor, waking 
suddenly to this idea set about evolving Count 
Iferbert Bismarck. Tho article frankly alludes 
to Count Herbert’s youthful brawls; to his 
later intrigues, and to his embroilment with a 
woman at Bonn, from which he had to slash 
his way with a sword, receiving an ugly ent on 
the head. The Bismarckian contempt for wo- 
men, accehtuated by thisand another intrigue 
after the war, is represented as the origin of 
all that is baneful im the Bismarckian 
character. . 

“We shall have no more petticoats meddling 
in politics now,’ was, according to rumor, the 
exclamation of exultant Count Herbert on the 
death of Emperor Frederick. 

The article affects to dismiss as monstrous 
the insinuation of opponents of Bismarck that 
the chancellor meditated the truth of Empe- 
ror Frederick when he insisted that Frederick 
should leave San Remo for Berlin, but depicts 
the idea that his ascendency would be me.

whether authorized by statutes passed prior to 
the adoption of the constitution, as wel) as all 
c om Mnations of individuals or corporations, to 
prevent competi tion in the trade of commerce, 
are prohibited and denounced by the constitu- 
tion of 1879; fourth, thatthe state Can suppress 
all monopolies existing within her berders in 
violation of her constitution, by civil as well as 
criminal proceedings, and especially by injunc- 
tion, since no penal statute has been passed 
upou this subject; fifth, that all testimony and 
evidence tending to show that the defend- 
ant is a monopoly is admissible under 
the pleadings; and, sixth, that. the defendant’s 
objection go to effect, and not to dissipate, the 
adi ssibility of the testimony and evidence 
pro fered by the plaintiff. 

The case has been continued to the Sist inst., 
when it will be tried on all issues prescribed in 
the petition filed by the state.

The 
county clection was he]Jd January second, and 
the city election on the fifteenth. Percy 
Moulden is a colored jorter employed by A. 
Minis & Sons, and so far as learned was not 
concerned in the bribings. 

It is understood that some damaging eyi- 
dence was obtained against the workers, 
both for Schwarz and Thomas. Louis 
Pleasant, aecolored politician, was exam- 
med at lergth, and he is supposed 
to know a great deal about the 
purchase of votes. It is inferred that the jury 
got some damaging evidence ont of hifh. Some 
of the witnesses declined to answer certain 
specific questions on the ground that they 
might criminate themselves.] 

Neither Mayor Schwarz nor Mr. Thomas 
were cailed this afternoon.. Evidence was also 
obtained against several barkecpers, who had 
their saloons open on election day. Not more 
than half of the crowd of witnesses were ex- 
amined, and the investigation was continued 
until Tuesday.

The present government of France is an 
experiment, but governmental experiments 
are not by any means sure, and the most of 
them have been short-lived. The first re- 
public, established in 1789, lasted fifteen 
years, The first empire lasted eleven years. 
The Bourbon reign lasted fifteen years. The 
Orleanist reign lasted eighteen years. The 
second republic expired atthe age of four 
years. The second empire lived eighteen 
years and the third republic, 
one, is now eighteen years old. 

And yet these periods may mean noth- 
ing. Every republic that France bas had 
has been more republican than the last, and 
these experiments have been the means of 
educating the people to understand and ap- 
“preciate the of self-government, 
even though these bene!its have been limited 
and hampered as they are now by ‘the old 
‘al traditions. The general idea 
nal character is both 
nd superficial is based almost solely 
on the } 2 of Paris life and on the 
manifestations of those peculiarities; and 
yet there can be no doubt that even a Paris 
mob, wild and unreasoning as it Is, is repub- 
liean at heart, and Paris was never more 
republican than now. 

We have already alluded in these columns 
tothe parallel that may be drawn between 
the careerof Louig Napoleon and that of 
Boulanger up to this point in the latter's 
career. Such'‘a parallel ts interesting 
enough to those who take a lively. interest 
in the perpetuation and increase of repub- 
lican institutions, as Americans are 6up- 
posed todo, but it may be misleading for 
all that? 

Why is it not possible for one Freuchman 
to be patriotic—to have the interests of his 
people at heart? Hope for the French re- 
public has caused many of our esteemed 
American contemporaries to denounce Bou- 
langer as a fraud and a pretender, and to 
predict that the element he represents is 
dangerous to republican institutions in 
France. ‘This may be true enongh, and yet 
it pleases us to believe that Boulanger rep- 
resents the republic above all things; that 
his nineteenth century instincts lead him 
to understand that the Frenchman who is 
strong enough to erect areal republic on the 
experiment that is now agitating France, 
will be as famous in history as the first 
Napoleon, and that his memory will be 
dearer to mankind. 

That Boulanger is a man of genius is 
shown by the ease and celerity with which 
he reorganized the French army for defense ; 
that he is a mere selfish seeker after power 
we shall hot believe until his policy is. dis- 
closed,

Another Jules Verne, 

The Eneyclopedia Britannica is a good 
all-round work, as it were. Mixed with-its 
facts and statistics it furnishes an occasional 
chapter of light and amusing reading mat- 
ter. 

In the last volume of this popular ency- 
clopedia, Colonel Maurice, a high English 
military authority, has an article on ‘*War.”’ 
The colonel is a good one. Among other 
things he states that during the conflict be- 
tween the north and south the federal cav- 
alry traversed the southern high roads on 
bicycles and tricycles. 

There is something attractive about the 
colone)’s bold and dashing statements. They 
pique the reader's curiosity. -When the 
stern troopers of Custer and Kilpatrick 
trundied along on their bicyles through 
Virginia and Georgia it is plain that they 
must have found a better system of country 
roads than we know anything about.- This 
fact alone is sufficiently puzzling, but when 
we reflect that bieycles were not in use unti! 
several years after the close of the war, the 
matier assumes a very interesting aspect. 
How did the federal cavalry get hold of bi- 
cycles ten years in advance of their fellow 
citizens? 

But we cannot pursue the subject. Colonel 
Maurice has made such remarkable discov- 
eries, such a variety of enter- 
taining facts, that there fs no telling what 
he may holdin reserve. One thing is cer- 
tain: there is nothing dull in his contribu- 
tion to the Britannica. His description of 
American military methods is as good as 
anything that Jules Verne has ever written.

Poison re ‘Water. 

Lake View, a thickly settled suburb of 
Chicago, is undergoing an epidemic of 
typhoid fever, caused by the contamination 
of its drinking water from the sewage of 
Chicage. Many deaths have occurred and 
there are several hundred fever patients in 
the little suburb. 

‘The unseasonable pestilence could not be 
accounted for until investigation developed 


the tact that the people were drinking water | 


full of poisonous, germs coming from a 
point in the lake to which flows the sewage 
of Chicago, and the physicians at once as- 
cribed this as the cause. 

This is one of many fatal illustrations of 
the danger that les hidden in impure drink- 
ing water, and no city is free from it that 
derives it water supply from a source that 
liable to be polluted with city sewage. 

it should serve as a good argument to im- 
press onr city with the necessity of keeping 
its water supply perfectly pure, and if there 
is anything wrong with the water we drink 
the people ought to know it. Many have 
quitusing water from the artesian well for 
drinking purposes, while others, refusing to 
believe that it contains any evidence of 
being contaminated with the sewage of the 
city, stilluse it. The water either should, 
or it should not be used, for there is no half 
way ground. If it is fit for drinking, 
should be supplied to the whole city; it it is 
not it should be cut off.

COURT YESTERDAY. 


COLONEL RUTHERFORD S 


He Makes the Point That One Man Armed With an 
Ax Could Not Have Killed the Victims, and 
Advances the Theory That Negroes Did the 
Bloody Work for Revenge—A New Trial Asked 
gor on the Ground That the Tumuitin the Court 
"house at Macon Tended to Influence the Jury. 


SPEECH. 


The famods Woolfolk case was taken up in 
the supreme court yesterday. 

The particulars of this tremendous tragedy 
are still fresh in the minds of the people. 

The public are familiar with the facts of thé 
trial of Tom Woolfolk charged with the mur- 
der of his entire family and the aged Mrs. 
West, in the county of Bibb. 

He was convicted. 

A motion was made for a new trial. 
Gustin overruled it. 

And the case was appealed to the supreme 
court. 

Yesterday when the case was called the 
courtroom was comfortably filled with specta- 
tors, among whom were several! ladies who 
manifested the deepest interest in the proceed- 
ings. In the afternoon déudge Alexander 
Speer, Captain J. M. Pace and _ Solicitor 
Charles Hill were interested listeners. 

Colonel John W. Rutherford and Mr. Frank 
Walker are the counsel for Woolfolk, and the 
state is represented by Attorney General 
Clifford Anderson, ex-Solicitor John W. 
Hardeman and Mr. William Felton, the pres- 
ent solicitor of the Macon circuits 

The reading of the record of evidence con- 
sumed several hours. 

The court granted counsel fourteen hours 1p 
which to argue the case, seven tothe defense 
and seven to the prosecution. 

Colonel John W. Rutherford opened the 
argument at eleven o’clock yesterday, and 
was still speaking when the court adjourned 
at half-past four. 

Reviewing the Facts. 


He addressed himself first to the facis. of 
the killing, which he reviewed in a striking 
and powerful manner. He drew a weird pic- 
ture of the scene of horror on the night of the 
killing. The theory of the defense was that 
one man could not have done the bloody work 
and that several were coneerned in it. The 
positions in which the bodies were found, the 

fact that the victims oceupied different rooms, 

the nature and number of the wounds inili cted 
With the ax, all go to show that no one man 
could have butchered these people.] 

Captain Woolfolk and Mrs. Woolfolk were 
murdered while sleeping and knew not what 
killed them. Allof the [testimony fiends 
to prove this. In Captain Woolfolk’s room 
six bodies were found. The theory of the 
prosecution is that the defendent killed all of 
these in this room. 

The character of the wounds inflicted upon 
Captain Woolfolk, Richard, Charley and 
Pearl and the positions of the bodies are all 
opposed to the idea of one man doing the 
work. These wounds were made both with 
the blade and head of the ax. = 

Our theory is that two persons commenced 
the attack—that they were negroes—that they 
killed Captain Woolfolk first, then Mrs. Wool- 
folk, that as Richard ran in both attacked 
him. He had two wounds, one on the back of 
the head made with the edge of an ax, the 
other on the forehead, made with the head of 
an #x, The wounds upon Mrs. West, Pear! and 
Annie were made both with the edge and 
bead of an ax. ‘These are great physical facts 
inconsistent with the theory that one wan 
dealt the blows. If one man did it he ‘must 
have turned the handle of the ax— 
and it is unreasonable to suppose that he 
would have paused amid that scene of 
slaughter to doit. Itis also unreasonable that 
Tom Woolfolk would have left his two broth- 
ers behind if, according to the prosecution, he 
had planned the murder of the family. He 
wuld have feared that they would rush out of 
the house and give the alarm. 

As to the motive of the negroes to commit 
the crime. Captain Woolfolk was unpopular 
with them—had had several put in the chain- 
gang. Hehad cursed Tom Banks and John 
Jetf and they had cursed him back. He had 
turned off Silas Woolfolk, who lived only a 
mile distant. Jeff had threatened to kill Cap- 
tain Woolfolk. The theory is that two of these 
negroes killed Captain Woolfolk and then 
killed the others to prevent detection. 

The Legal Pointe. 

Captain Rutherford stated and ar 
grounds for a new trial. 

The main ground was the applause in the 
court room during the trial at Macou, when a 
man jumped up and yelled ‘‘Hang him! hang 
him! hang him!” and the crowd arose in an 
excited manner. This tended to have a tre- 
mendous eifect on the jury. Counsel for de- 
fendant appealed to the court to have the room 
cleared. The court refused to do so, which 
was error. 

The cotrt erred in. 
tinuance, which was asked for 
after Woolfolk was indicted, because of the 
excited state of the public mind, because of 
the absence of a mater: il witness, because the 
prisoner was in jail and had had no opportuni-

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Incidents of the Great Strike In New York— 
The Situation In Prooklyn. 

New Yorn, January 30,—There was a little 
trouble on the Grand Street Crosstown line at 
South Fifth avenue this morning. The strik- 
ers overturned a coal wagon on the tracks, and 
it looked 4s if an encounter was imminent. A 
patrol wagon full of reserves was sent there 
from police headquarters, but. when they 
arrived at the &:ene Captain Thompson's re- 
serve from the eighth precinct police station 
had removed the obstruction and dispersed 
the strikers. 

The Sixth avenue road sent ont 
carats:c0a.m, Three policemen were on 
each platform. About a hundred strikers 
were standing about the depot, but they did 
not attempt tointerfere. The superintendent 
says he will not run more than ten or a dozen 

vars dh uring the day. 

The Broadway line advertise i 
papers for conductors and drivers to 
places of the sirikers, 

MILITARY ON DUTY. 

By order of the state military authorities 
thirty members of the third battery were sta- 
tioned tonight in the state arsenal! at Thirty- 
fifth street and Seventh avenue. ‘The main 
purpose in view is to resist any ager that 
might be made by the strikers to attack the 
arsenal inorder to provide ematres with 
arms. 

Reports from the various car stables and 
other points where the strikers are wont to 

congregate, show that quietness reigns at all 
the places, The men are holding a meeting 
at Wendell’s assembly room. Fourth avenue 

cars did not run below Fourteenth, nor above 
Kighty-Sixth street. The Ninth avenue line 
did not aitemptto run cars. Their line is 
near the river front 6n the West side. 

A FIGHT WITH POLICEMEN. 

At 11 o'clock a mob of the strikers gathered 
at the corner of Bedford and Carmine streets 
and overturned have a dozen wagons on the 
Sixth avenue tracks. They also compelled pr 0 
ash men todump their loads on the tracks 
and thirty milk cans and a iot of paving 
stones were scattered along for an entire block. 
The only policemen on duty there af the time 
were Othcers Byrnes and Shanahan, of the 
nineteenth precinct. They did the best they 
could with the mob untila Sixth avenue car 

came down, when they were reinforced by 
four policemen who were on board, 
but these could make no _ headway. 
Shanahan was badly beaten about 
the head, and Byrnes discharged his pistol into 
the crowd. Finally a reserve squad arrived, 
under Captains Copeland and Grogan, and the 
mob was speedily dispersed. Only one car 
was run onthe Bell line, and it had an escort 
of one hundred and fifty policemen, ft was 
housed after one trip, the policemen being 
taken off for use elsewhere. 

The Second avenue line made no attempt to 
runcars. The greatest efforts, both of the 
strikers and of the railroad companies, are 
being put forth on,the Grand street crosstown 
line and the.Sixth av enne line. Cars on these 
roads had trouble on almost every block, but 
they were kept running in greater numbers 
than on any of the other disturbed roads, and 
in greater numbers than yesterday. 

THE PATROL WAGONS. 

Two patrol wagons, filled with police, were 
kept going upand down the route of the Grand 
street cars, so as to keep an open passage and 
prevent obstructions being put on the track by 
the strikers. Several of the strikers this morn- 
ing told Paymaster Fosdick, of the Dry Dock 
line, that the Grand street cars must stop run- 
ning, even if some of the unionists lost thei 
lives in attempting to make them. 

A COWARDLY CRIME. 

New York, January 30.— Public in‘erest in 
the strike of the Brooklyn street car cinployes 
has been intensified by the developments to- 
day of the antecedents of Henry W. Adams, 
who was killed at the Atlantic avenue car 
jstables Saturday night. The story of the kill- 
hg is coming to the surface, and indignation 
increases with the public interest. Adams was 
a descendant of the famous Adams family of 
Massachusetts. His father, Charles Adams, 
founded the New Haven Palladium, and was 
third cousin of President John Quincy 
Adanis: The deceased wasa well-educated 
man, and for four years past had been re siding 
with his brother-in-law, J. W. Wheelock, in 
Brooklyn. For the past twelve months he had 
no work, and was on the pointof negotiating 
for a berth on a sea-going vessel when the ad- 
vertiscment for 500 Americans to operate the 
tied-up roads canght his eve. He 
apply. He was accepted, being given work at 
watering and feeding the horses. He had a 
feeling, however, that something was going to 
happen to him, and upon communicating his 
fears to hissister, Mrs. Wheelock, she stated 
that no doubt the police would be able to pro- 
tect the new men. Aaams went to work and 
succeeded well. At night he decided to re- 
inain at the stable, for his fears of being as- 

saulted by the strikers had not yet ieft him. 
lis duties were many, and it 
was .W o’clock before he finished them. 
Taking a couple of idankets 
with him, he bade the watchman, John Schu- 
macher, a pleasant good night and then 
clambered up into the loft. He selected one 
of the bins as a resting place, and weariness 
soon overcame ail his taate. le fell asleep. 
As soon as Schumacher satisfied himse if of 
this fact he left his post oi duty, and, going 
outside, he softly called three: of the strikers 
tohim. They were standing in front of the 
stables on the corner of Nineteenth street. 
They were Morris Stenson, a conductor; Ker- 
win Graham, a stableman, and John Collier, 
a driver. Schumacher gave them the facts in 
the case and then said: 

‘You'd better come in this way.’ 

The three men softly tiptoed in afier him. 
He showed the way upstairs and they 
quietly made their way up. Collier 
was leading. This is Collier’s statement 
of what followed: He siruck a match and 
located the bin in which A dams was 
sleeping. ‘The match burned out _ the men 
advanced toward the bin. Colher stumbled 
and fell. They listened. Nothing save the 
regular breathing of the man in the bin could 
be heard. Another match was siruck by Col- 
lier, and by the light of this the two men took 
hold of the blanket upon which Adams was 
lying and quickly lifted it up. Collicr and 
Stenson had, upon first entering the loft, 
shoved aside the huge front door of the loft. 

Toward this they now hastened, bearing 
Adams between them. Whether he awakened 
or not is not known, for Colli¢r, in his state- 
ment, says nothing about it. At any rate, 
Stenson and Graham carried the man to the 
floor. Collher followed, and again fell. Then 
he states that. ashe arose Adams had disap- 
peared, but Stenson and Graham were stand- 
ing near the door, looking into the street. He 
(Collier) got up and looked also, and saw the 
form of a man lying in the street. 

The prisoners were oi —— today and were 
held upon this affide made by Detectiv: 
Powers: 

‘*‘T was detailed to make an 
to how the deceased Adams came 
l learned by mv inv estigation that the de- 
ceased came to his death at the hands of John 
Collier, Morris Stenson and Kerwin Graham, 
they having deliberately entered the stables 
on the above mentioned street and took the 
deceased and threw him from a window to the 
sidewalk below, where his bedy was found.”’ 

The deponent further says that he has p rob 
able cause to believe that one John Sciin- 
maker is also a party to the above action, aa 
he was the watchman, and allowed them to 
enter the stable 2 

The condition of the horse railroads today 
on Which strikes were in progress, was much 
like that of yesterday, except that more cars 
were run on all of them, in all cases under po- 
lice protection and that disturbances, although 
numerous, were hot so serions as \ esterday. 
One new feature was an attack made by the 
strikers on the Third avenue cars, which was 
quickly suppressed and the ringleader arrested.

Jinmediately upon the conelusion of the ar- 
gumeut, Judge Harsis rendered his decision In

made an argument to show that Echols dia 
not carry the wagon standard into the room, 
but stmply had «a smail walking stick. Shoog 
Blossowmgame, the negro porter of the Pitts 
house, had made affidavit that he had neversaid 
to anybody that he saw Evhols carry a big 
stick tothe room. Echols swears that he car- 
ried no stick of any kindinto the room. The 
evidence of Mra. Turner, the sister of Echols, 
showed that there were no blood stains on his 
clothing, and that he wore the same suit of 
clothes the morning of the crime as on the day 
before. Noman could have done that bloody 
deed without staining his hands or clothing 
with blood. 

Judge Sneer spoke briefly, 
if there was a doubt of Echols’s guilt he should 
be given bail, He had no motive to commit 
this terrible crime and there was no proof that 
he bad committed it. 

He was followed by Judge Edwards and Col- 
one] Womack, both of whom strongly opposed 
the veranting of the application for bail. They 
contended that the evidence pointed unerring- 
ly to Echols as the guilty man. 

Cotonel Womack stated the theory of the 
prosecution to be that the crime had been com- 
mitied to recover the money which Thomas 
had won from Echols, and argued that the 
carrying off of the bloody pillow containing 
the money sustained the theory. He hoped to 
be able to prove at the trial where that money 
was. The statement of Cohen was reviewed, 
from which it was shown that the men had 
won money from Echols, that Echols made the 
proposition tosleep inthe room with them, 
that he carried tho wagon standard to the 
room and took it from the room, 
saying that he weuld soon return and 
g to bed; that Cohen, for that reason alone, 
left the door unlocked, and that Celion wouid 
make a fuller statement at the trial. 

Judge Speer made the closing speech, which 
was an able and eloquent presentation of his 
view of the ease. Heo had a firm conviction of 
the innocence of Echols, who he believed had 
told the truth in his statement. He had 
kept back nothing. The theory of the defense 
was that Echols had ne motive to commit the 
crime. ‘There was no reason why he should 
have committed it. He wasa young man of 
good character, had a good position, had 
money in hank, ‘his family were well off. The 
evidence of his mother, a lady of the highest 
Christian charac ter, showed that he was sleep- 
ing poacefuily in his room at home on 
that fatal morning at 4:20 o'clock, 
and the teflimeny upon which the prosecation 
rely to convict him is tothe effect that the 
crime was committed at five o’clock in the 
morning. The proof was that his clothing 
showed no siens of blood, though blood was 
everywhere in the room where the blows were 
given. it was impossible for any 
man to have committed the rime 
without carrying ofi the red signs 
of his guili npon his person. Judge Speer re- 
viewed the testimony at length, and forcibly 
argned that human reason and human experi- 
ence were opposed to the idea 
of the guilt of the prisoner, and wound up 
- with a fervent appeal to the judge to grant the 
application for bail and relieve his client from 
the undeserved hardship of remaining in jail.
